1 . Last"meeting; 19th April. Minutes on Notice Board in the Mall., 

Next meeting Tuesday, 17th May at 8.D0pm in the f^reen Hut# Public 
welcome* 

2. Plannii^: Reason Homes have appealed against the planning refusal 
for extra houses next to the perimeter road at Hollytrees. Tescoe are 
seelcing permission for a graden centre'to be built on the ¥est (indi^trial 
area) "side of the building. The Parish Council have siaggested some 
modifications to generally acceptable plans. Tesco petrol station - a 
variety of signs have been suggested. The Council object to those which 
are unhelpful or likely to annoy residents. Other signs which guide 
motorists are welcomed. The Mall - the modifications were considered. 

The design quality is vrelconed, while it is accepted that improvements 
to the Mall iriLll be useful. However, ^it is being suggested that both 
rear sides of the Mall need improving and. that only one (and not’two) 
shop'Units should be knocked out to provide a pedestrian connection 
from the Mall to Tescos. - . 

3* Elm trees. The advice from experts is now changirg with regard^ 
to the two trees in the angle of Acorn Avenue/Almond Grove. It is now 
probable that although the trees will have to be drastically cut J^ack#. 
it should be possible to save one of the trees. However, Dutch Elm 
Disease may still kill the trees. 

4. Rubbish. Dumping of birlky rubbish is talcing place near , the golf 
coTorse. This is an offence for which the Police will prosecute. 

5. Bus passes for retired residents. The Council will be 
considering a possible subsidy at its next meeting in May.
